^ employed mostly our natural woods of maple, birch, oak, hickory and later walnut. 

In general the Colonial furniture can be classified into two great periods — that of 
3 the 17th century, characterized by straight or rectangular lines, and of the heavier 

«j and simpler form — and that of the 18th century, characterized by curved and 

more graceful lines, sometimes referred to as the "Cabriole" period.

All joints dowelled and glued, and all corner blocks 
screwed and glued. 

Belgian Webbing — 3V£" — 775-Ib. test, is double- 
tacked on the bottom of the frames. 

Highly tempered steel springs, firmly sewed to webbing 
with heavy mattress twine. 

All springs tied eight ways, with Italian 6-cord tying 
twine. Each knot firmly tied, not looped. All twines 
securely fastened to the frame by reinforced-head screw 
nails, which hold firmly in these very hard wood frames. 

Knotted top springs are used to make a more even plat- 
form surface, with no danger of ends of springs ripping 
through the burlap and the cover. 

Springs are covered with 10-ounce burlap. 

All back springs, attached to burlap are tied with a 
hard finished durable twine. 



A heavy edge welting is used, securely fastened to the 
edge wire and to the first row of springs.
